By his own testimony against that 
of his own @etters, by the falsity of their 
contents proved by independent witnesses, 
by the deception, treachery and falsehood 
that was a part of every relation of Mul- 
hall's life, he proved himself to be utterly 
unworthy of belief. One after another; 
irrespective of party affiliation, prominent 
public men categorically denied the truth 
of ‘his statements with respect to them 
contained in his correspondence, and the 
majority. leader of the House declared him 
to be a Hiar and a blackmailer.

| FORTUNE IN OIL LEASE.

way, has forfeited its lease to 8000 
acres of oll land in the Midway field 
owned by J. W. Jameson, T. J.

One of the most serious of the com-

There is one little knoll here, 
which will ®e leyeled, giving ample 
room for two turf. fields, a clubhouse 
and sta room for 180 ponies. It is 
situated just a stone's throw from the 
beautiful Banta Barbara Country Club. 
HAS THREE FIELDS. 


Santa Barbara now has threb fields 
which can be used. The Potter Coun- 
try Clab, located in a wide, level val- 
ley on Hope Ranch, owns a turf field 
which is being placed in the best of.

It is not always easy to dress the 
hair well and suitably for the seaside. 
It is apt to look untidy if loosely 
dressed and it is aft to look unsuit- 
able: if dressed stiffly. To steer be- 
tween these two difficulties requires 
tact and knowledge. 

Some of the best-known women in 
Parisian society make a point of hav- 
ing their hair put into silk curling 
rags instead of waving pins at the 
seaside. They say. and with reason, 
that the curling rags give a more 
natural effect and also that they 
make the hair remain in correct posi- 
tion a long time. With this opinion 
I am in accord. 

Hair carefully washed in water into 
which a small lump of soda has been 
thrown and then twisted up into soft 
silk curling rags looks wonderfully 
fluffy when combed out. It can easily 
be thrown into position and attached 
by a few real tortoise-shell pins. It 
will look exactly like naturally curly 
hair, and at the seaside natura! effects 
always carry all before them. 

The latest style of hairdressing for 
the daytime calls for a few very good 
pins in tortoise shell or dull silver. 
Every effort is made to do away with 
anything like an artificial appearance, 
and the woman or girl who can ar- 
range her hair with a single comb is 
the admired of all. 

While on the subject of hair T must 
not neglect to say that henna tinted 
locks are rapidly going out of fash- 
ion. A few seasons ago all the pretty 
women of uncertain age their hair 
tinted with henna. In Paris there was 
a theory held by all the leading hair- 
dressers that the henna tints supplied 
youth to middle-aged faces. Never 
was there a greater mistake than this. 
Even a young face can be. made to 
look artificial and worn by the close 
companionship of henna tinted hair. 
And what of the complexions which 
have seen forty and fifty summers” 

It may be taken as an absolute truth 
that the older a woman grows the 
more sternly she ought to avoid any- 


ginning to get gray. If these same 
women had adopted the old plan of 
having their hair henna-tinted they 
would have at once added fifteen or 
twenty years to their age; they would 
also have made themselves look ordi- 
nary and beautiful. 

It becomes more and more the 
fashion for women of 40 and 45 to 
powder their hair slightly in the day- 
time as well as at hight. And it is 
such a dainty mode, 

The most fashionable color of the 
moment, so far as hair is concerned, 
is an exquisite golden brown which 
has nothing in it of peroxide. This 
peculiar shade cannot be imitated 
even by the cleverest hair dressers. 
Hair of this color makes a woman 
look wonderfully young. I recom- 
mend it strongly to those who con- 
template the adoption of “transfor- 
mations.’"’ The color I mean is in 
reality a warm “blonde cendre.” 
When it has been supplied by nature 
it is a very precious gift. When it 
has to be supplied by art a very high 
price must be given for it. This tint 
cannot be supplied in cheap qualities 
of hair. 

Real tortoise shell is the ideal thing 
for hair pins. The present style of 
hair dressing demands that several of 
these pins should be of the broad fork 
shape and that the. prongs should be 
rather short. I have seen these real 
tortoise shell pins inset with silver 
with good effect. I have also seen 
them rimmed in finely cut jet. 

For blond hair the pale shade of 
tortoise shell gives a dainty appear- 
ance, while red-gold hair looks best 
when arranged with cut jet pins or 
those made of dark tortoise shell in- 
crusted with little jet facets. 

I cannot too strongly condemn the 
use of paste pins in the daytime under 
a hat. These pins invariably look 
tawdry in the daytime and they are 
only worn under a hat by women of 
questionable taste. The same holds 
good of the flat clasps which confine 
the hair at the nape of the neck. 
These must of course in all cases
